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Proposed 
Changes to 
Sierra Madre’s 
IVansportation 

Program

Due to the increased level of service provided by 
Dootson, the operator of Sierra Madre’s Transportation 
Program, the ridership has increased to a level beyond 
what Dootson or the City can afford. The following 
changes are being proposed in an effort to reduce the 
ridership back to an affordable level, without reducing 
the service level for the senior and handicapped residents 
of Sierra Madre. 

1. Extend the response time for demand response 
calls from 30 minutes to 45 minutes. Dootson does not 
know that they will always need to use the entire 45 
minutes but would like it available to them should they 
have one vehicle already out of town and only one ve¬ 
hicle available. 

2. Limit time calls to 2 per half-hour. A time call is 

a call that is made for a specific time, the day before or 
prior to the drivers leaving the yard in the morning, that 
would appear on the drivers list of pre-scheduled pick¬ 
ups for the day. Limiting the number of time calls to 2 
per half-hour would not interfere with demand response 
calls which come in during the day. *- 

3. Limit out of town trips to those who call 24 hours 
in advance. 

For both suggestions 2 and 3, Dootson has agreed to 
be flexible with regard to doctors appointments, allow¬ 
ing for people to schedule these trips as needed. They 
will try to fit them into the daily schedule and get them 
to their appointment on time. 

4. Limit the service to seniors and handicapped. 
Currently the program services the general public on two 
different fee plans, adults pay twice as much as seniors, 
children and handicapped. 

The total reduction begin sought is 20%. These pro¬ 
posed changes will go before the City Council for its 
consideration on Tuesday, December 10, 1996, during 
its regular meeting. 


City of Siena Madia Home Improvement 
Pn^iam 199&S7 Begins 

The City of Sierra Madre Home Improvement Program is now underway. The Home Improvement Program 
provides low and moderate income homeowners in Sierra Madre with grants of up to $7,000 for minor home 
improvements and repairs. The program is funded by federal Community Development Block Grants (CDBG) 
and is designed to serve as interim assistance for the elimination of conditions which are detrimental to health, 
safety and public welfare. The program seeks to restore existing housing in the City that is deteriorated or in 
declining condition. Examples of eligible repairs include repairs to roofs, windows and doors, painting, installa¬ 
tion of locks, water saving shower heads, faucets and smoke detectors, and other related energy efficiency home 
improvements. 

Applications for the Home Improvement Program are now available. The City will provide interested resi¬ 
dents with program information and application materials for the housing rehabilitation program, and begin ac¬ 
cepting applications starting December 2, 1996. Applications will be received until January 10, 1997 at 12:00 
noon. Priority will be given to qualifying applicants with health and safety conditions. Other qualifying appli¬ 
cants will be selected by random lottery. 

‘The goal of the CDBG program is to improve housing conditions by assisting low and moderate income 
homeowners with the high cost of repairing their residences,” stated Anne McIntosh, Director of Development 
Services, the City department that is implementing the program. “We are excited about offering the Home Im¬ 
provement Program to residents this year.” 

The Home Improvement program helps the City meet the requirements of the Housing Element in the recently 
adopted General Plan. General Plan Policy H2.1 calls for the protection, preservation and rehabilitation of the 
existing housing stock. The Home Improvement Program will enable the City to carry out the policies of the Hous¬ 
ing Element. 

In order to be eligible, the property must be located within the City of Sierra Madre. Only single-family resi¬ 
dential structures may be improved. The property must be owner occupied, and the owner must be able to submit 
documentation of property ownership. Applicants must obtain three (3) work bids from a list of contractors that 
the City has pre-qualified. The homeowner must also meet the income eligibility requirements. Income eligibil¬ 
ity is based on income limits set by the United States Department of Housing and Urban Development and are 
percentages of the median income (by family size) for the Los Angeles county Metropolitan Area. In order to be 
eligible, your household income must be at or below 80% of median income. The income eligibility chart is as 
follows:

Priority is given to applicants with health and safety conditions. The program is available until program funds 
are depleted. Information about the program and its eligibility requirements is available at City offices including 
the Senior Center, Recreation Center, Library and City Hall. “We encourage those who are interested in receiv¬ 
ing a home improvement grant to call us at City Hall, or stop by any of our public facilities and pick up informa¬ 
tion,” said McIntosh. 

Application packets are available at City Hall only, and can be obtained by calling Cecilia Gallardo or Anne 
McIntosh in the Department of Development Services, Sierra Madre City Hall, at 355-7135. ‘The City is com¬ 
mitted to improving the quality of life in its neighborhoods. The Home Improvement Program is part of our ef¬ 
fort to maintain a healthy a nd attractive living environment for residents,” added McIntosh.

Question: I bought a used 1990 

Ford Festiva L Plus Automatic. The muf¬ 
fler has a vibrating noise at SO m.p.h. and 
when I decelerate the car. I had a me¬ 
chanic adjust the heat shield but the vi¬ 
bration continues. Any suggestion on how 
to stop the noise and get it fixed? 

Answer: A (Hoblem like yours is not 
easy to solve. In your case, it could be 
one or more of the heat shields along the 
entire exhaust system, or it could be a 
crack on the exhaust manifold or on the 
exhaust pipe where it joins the muffler 
(possibly the welded joints are slightly 
cracked causing a rattle). Additionally, the 
vibration could be related to other parts 
of the car and not necessarily to the ex¬ 
haust. We suggest that you have your ve¬ 
hicle thoroughly checked by a competent 
technician to make sure it is not a prob¬ 
lem that affects your safety.

called “part hymn, part 
folk song’ and part politi¬ 
cal statement”. And people 
tend to say “Well, you 
know. I’ve seen “Show- 
boat.” 

Not Like this one you 
haven’t. Modern stage 
technology has given it 
flow as smooth as the 
river’s and Prince’s pas¬ 
sion for authenticity takes 
the showboat itself well 
out of the Disneyland 
candy box category. 
“Showboat”s subject mat¬ 
ter startled Broadway au¬ 
diences from the first, 
dealing with racism, mis¬ 
cegenation, gambling and 
alcoholism not as comedy 
but as real problems hap¬ 
pening to real people.

Rocking and grooving 
the Doo-Dah Parade was 
one of the more unique 
acts in the music world. 
Dread Zeppelin. With Pat 
Simcock (Charlie Haj) 
from Sierra Madre, and 
lead singer Tortelvis hav¬ 
ing graduated from 
Arcadia High School, 
Dread Zep clearly has a 
local flavor. So we asked 
the question, “How do you 
go from a novelty act to 
seven-figure CD sales, and 
a world-wide cult and non¬ 
cult following?” 

Before we get around to 
attempting to answer that, 
let’s get back to the back¬ 
ground of lead singer 
Tortelvis. A graduate of 
Arcadia High School, he 
started his musical career 
on the drums (I got sick of 
lugging drums around, so 
I started singing). As an 
occasional Dread Zeppelin 
listener, I figured the Elvis 
part of his name was obvi¬ 
ous, since he impersonates 
the King on-stage, but I 
always wondered where 
the heck the “Tort” part 
came from. Expecting an 
elaborate and amusing re¬ 
sponse, I was struck by the 
simplicity of reality: It’s 
his real name. Greg 
Tortelvis heard the Elvis 
references when growing 
up; when he started sing¬ 
ing, people noticed that he 
DID actually sound like 
Elvis Presley...Dread Zep¬ 
pelin was starting to shape 
up. 

In various interviews, 
Tortelvis heard Elvis ^ 
Presley say that he like 
Led Zeppelin...in another 
interview, he heard both 
that Led Zeppelin’s Robert 
Plant was an Elvis fan, and 
that Jimmy Page intended 
some Led Zeppelin songs 
to have a reggae slant. 
Elvis...Zeppelin...Reggae...it 
1 was coming together. 

The original Dread 
I Zeppelin was made up of a 
1 band called the Reggae 
Blades and Tortelvis, who 
I approached them with the 
idea of doing Zeppelin 
' songs to a reggae beat, and 
with Elvis singing. The 
first show was January 2, 
1989 at Pasadena’s Ice 
: House. It went over very

Dread Zeppelin 

Dread Zeppelin? “I’ve 
thought about this a lot,” 
he explains, “I really be¬ 
lieve I was put here to en¬ 
tertain. People keep want¬ 
ing to see it. We’ll keep 
doing it. I’m 35 years old, 
which means I have seven 
years to live,” he observes 
darkly, referring to the 
“other” Elvis’ untimely 
demise. 

The new CD is called 
“Front Yard Barbecue,” 
and was recorded live at 
Graceland West, as 
Tortelvis calls his Temple 
City home. The band is 
also working on the 
soundtrack to their movie 
“Spambake.” At 

Saturday’s Doo-Dah pa¬ 
rade, the band busted out 
such classics as The Song 
Remains the Same, Immi¬ 
grant Song, Heartbreaker 
Hotel (combing Elvis’ 
Heartbreak Hotel with Led 
Zeppelin’s Heartbreaker; 
an MTV favorite). What is 
and What Should Never 
Be, and Suite Judy Blue 
Eyes. With a trace of pride 
and a tone that indicates he 
still can’t believe it, 
Tortelvis refers to a Robert 
Plant interview in which 
rock and roll’s classic 
frontman referred to the 
Dread Zeppelin version of 
“Your Time is Gonna 
Come” as better than the 
original. Not to get a big 
head, Tortelvis quickly 
points out that Plant was 


“Black Dog.” 

So how did it happen? I 
dunno. There’s talent 
there, for sure. Butt-Boy’s 
guitar riffs aren’t as easily 
faked as the dreadlocked 
wigs, and Fuzzy Buzzman 
has played the bass once or 
twice before. Spice holds 
down the drums, with Ed 
Zeppelin working the 
Conga drum, or maybe 
Fernandez will fill in, if Ed 
is unavailable. In a pinch, 
Charlie Haj can grab a 6- 
string or a bass. There’s 
the originality. The con¬ 
ception of an idea so in¬ 
credibly unique, it has to 
be heard to be believed. 
Most of all, there’s the wit 
and sense of humor, and 
the refusal to take them¬ 
selves too seriously, as 
evidenced by Tortelvis’ 
conspiracy-type Zeppelin- 
Elvis connection theory. 
“You see, Jimmy Page and 
Elvis, their birthdays are a 
day apart, but Page, he was 
bom in England, see? In a 
different time zone? (Here, 
Tortelvis pauses for ef¬ 
fect.) Do you see? They 
could have been bom the 
SAME DAY.” Just when 
you wonder if he RE¬ 
ALLY spends all that time 
thinking about things like 
that, if he’s really THAT 
serious about this ail, he 
adds, “Of course, maybe 
that means they were two 
days apart.” Yah, mon; 
Rock on!

Several Suspects Still at Large 
in Attempted Robbery/Drug

On Monday, Nov. 18, several Arcadia police offic¬ 
ers were called to the 2300 block of S. Sixth Ave. at 8 
p.m., in response to a woman who screamed that some¬ 
one had been shot. 

The female subject informed the officers that three 
male armed suspects entered the residence and de¬ 
manded money from the occupants.

Colony Capital, Named in Ftaud is 
L.A.>Based Oiganizatlon Attonpting to 
Purchase Santa Anita Race Track 

Principals for the Dallas-based Homebuilders Capital Co. have filed a $1CX) mil¬ 
lion lawsuit against its partner, California-based Colony Capital and its chief execu¬ 
tive, Thomas Barrack, for a variety of claims including fraud and breach of contract 

The complaint charges that Colony and Barrack lied about their intent to provi^ 
long-term financial support in an attempt to shut down Homebuilders and steal its 
client business. The complaint was filed by Bickel & Brewer, who is representing 
plaintiffs in the case. 

Plaintiffs and co-founders, Ted Enloe and Bradley Buttermore, both experienced 
real estate lenders, established Homebuilders to provide capital for qualified borrowers 
to fund their residential projects. 

According to the plaintiffs’ allegations. Barrack and Colony induced plaintiffs and 
others to give up their jobs and other lucrative business deals to enter into a joint 
venture with Colony. Colony then stole their ideas and other Homebuilders assets for 
itself 

According to the complaint. Colony approached Enloe with the promise of $125 
million in initial venture capital in exchange for a share in Homebuilders. Plaintiffs 
also promised not to seek other partners. The complaint alleges defendants left 
plaintiffs company. Homebuilders Capital, as nothing more than a shell and cost 
plaintiffs $100 million. 

Homebuilders Capital Company has filed a separate lawsuit seeking to force Colony 
and Barrack to abide by their contractual obligations. The plaintiff in that case al¬ 
leges that Colony and Barrack defrauded Homebuilders and breached their fiduciary 
obligations. The complaint further contends that “justice demands that defendants be 
held accountable for their misconduct.” Homebuilders is represented by the law firm 
of Neligan & Averch.
